Whereas it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the town of Edmonton the sum 
of 6,070 to enable the Municipality to pay certain 
amounts temperiorily borrowed and expended for 
the following purpose that is to say:—Purchase of 
Chemical fireengine $1,691.55, purchase of hooks 
and ladders aud other fire appratus $825.63, purchase 
of site for dre hall $500.00, purchase of musical instru- 
ments for fire brigade band $358.90, cost of construc- 
tion of bridge over Rat Creek $327.32, and cost of

Mails are also made up at Edmonton for South Ed- 
monton, Wetaskiwin, Lacombe, Waghorn, Red Deer, 
Innisfail, Bowdoin and Olds on the C. & E, line. 
The mail for Leduc, P. O. is made up at South 
Edmonton, and for Holbrook at Calgary. 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


All even numbered sections excepting 8 and 26 are 
open for homestead entry (160 acres) by any person | 
sole head of a family, or any male over the age of 18 | 
years. 

ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which the land to be taken | 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 
application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
the Commissiouer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
| receive authority for some one to be named by the 

intending settler mear the local office to make the 

entry for him. Entry fee $10, or if cancelled land $20. 


DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties may be 
performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry : 

| 1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
| which period the settler may not be absent for more 
than six months in any one year withont forfeiting 
the entry. 


£. Residence for three years within two miles of 
the homestead and actual residence for 3 months in 
a habitable house next prior to application for patent. 
Ten acres must be broken the first year after 
entry, 15 acres additional in the second and 15 in 
the third vear; 10 acres to be in crop the second 
year, and 25 acres the third year. 

8. A-settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years, in the first vear breaking 5 acres, in the second 
cropping said 5 and breaking additional 10,also building 
a hatitable house. The entry is forfeited if residence 
is not commenced at the expiration of 2 years from 
date of entry, Thereafter the settler must reside 
upon and cultivate his homestead for at least six 
months in each year for three years.
